And the lies 
they have told about us!

peror has always protended to be so 
friendly, and all the time—” 
She held out her hands expressively. 
“Anyone who knows the king knows 
that he cannot de a wrong thing.

IL* cannot go 
any way but straight.” 
Then she recurred to the invasion 
and the terrible cruelties of the Ger­ 
man army.

j merits, hospitals, and places when* 
the sick and wounded* are collected, 
provided they are not being used at 
tin* t»uh' for military purposes.”

That is what France, 
too, had a rigid to expect, and what 
she got. that also we know. 
But The Hague convention did more 
than order the protection of cities and 
noncombatants: It ordered such hu­ 
manity as was possible toward the op­ 
posing arm y; it forbade the use of 
poison or poisoned weapons, the say­ 
ing that no quarter would be given, 
the killing of men who had surren­ 
dered, the use of arms, materia! or 
projectiles calculated to cause unnec­ 
essary suffering; it forbade the* attack 
or bombardment by any means w hat­ 
ever of undefended towns, villages, 
dwellings or buildings. 
On e\ery one of these counts Ger­ 
many must plead guilty. Every viola­ 
tion of them is one reason why we are 
at war. 
WHY W E ARE AT W AR. 
We are at war today not because 
tho crown prince of Austria was killed 
in Serbia hut because the German 
army protected its advance with non- 
combatants—men, women and children. 
We are at war today not because 
German submarines sunk battleships 
but because they have sunk and are 
sinking peaceful vessels, little fishing 
boats, when the fishermen were labor­ 
ing to get a st unt livelihood, and 
great unarmed passenger ships car­ 
rying 
noncombatants—men, 
women, 
and children. 
We are at war because of those citi­ 
zens of conquered Belgium who died 
protecting their women. 
We are at war because of that Ger­ 
man order of August 24, 1914, for 
frightfulness. 
We are at war against the convic­ 
tion, in Gorman minds, that might is 
right, that the end justifies any means, 
no matter how brutal. 
We a re n clean and a humane people. 
We would not believe these things at 
first.

! ating labor organizations in answer 
to suggestions that conscription of 
labor is necessary. 
One early result is expected to 
bo the placing ot 400,000 mechanics 
in shipbuilding plants to aid in hur­ 
rying to completion the merchant 
marine program. 
John Ii. Densmore, of Montana, 
solicitor of the department of labor, 
will be national director of employ­ 
ment service by 
appointment 
of 
Secretary Wilson.

prosecuting organizations of the na­ 
tional government. 
“Through the utilization of fed­ 
eral, state and municipal employ­ 
ment officers and the labor supply­ 
ing facilities of the various state 
councils of defense, the federal em­ 
ployment service will cover the en­ 
tire continent with a network of 
inter-related labor exchanges. 
"These will ‘recruit’ and transfer 
workers from one section to another 
and eliminate the present chaotic 
situation of a surplus of workers in 
one region and a shortage in an­ 
other. 
"Supplementing this labor distri­ 
bution work the expanded federal 
service will create a vast reservoir 
of labor to meet the increasing de­ 
mands of the various war indus­ 
tries by means of its two auxiliary 
bodies, the United 
States 
public 
service reserve 
and 
the 
United 
States boys’ working reserve. The 
creation of this labor surplus al­ 
ready is under way. 
"The public service reserve is ex­ 
pected to solve the labor shortage 
problem and to prove a conscription 
of labor to be unnecessary. 
The 
executive committees of many of 
the largest international unions are 
co-operating in the enrollment of 
their members and their voluntary 
acceptance of war jobs. 
“The making of the United States 
employment service the instrument 
for the handling of the national 
labor question meets with the ap­ 
proval of both employers an em­ 
ployes. 
"Since the entrance of the United 
States into the war, the American 
Federation of Labor, representing 
the workers, and the Chamber of 
Commerce, speaking for employers 
and business generally, both have 
sought the action announced today.
